(2)  The  V-100  Wiiich  was  dostroyad  as  riontioned  above,  i(l)  (a),  was 
destroyed  in  an  accident  with  an  AkVN  V-100,  The  US  V-100  swerved  to  avoid 
hitting  a  VN  female  who  had  stopped  into  the  path  of  the  vehicle.  The  US 
V-100  hit  another  V-100  traveling  in  the  opp'^-site  direction.  The  impact 
ruptured  the  fuel  tank  in  the  left  front  of  the  US  V-100  and  spread  gas  imme¬ 
diately  over  the  vehicle.  A  spark  from  impact  apparently  ignited  the  vehicle 
which  immediately  burst  into  flames.  The  crew  had  to  abandon  the  vehicle  and 
wore  unable  to  extinguish  the  fire.  A  Equipment  Iiaprovement  Report  has  been 
initiated  by  this  headquarters  recommending  a  bladder  of  some  type  be  con¬ 
structed  inside  the  fuel  tank  to  decrease  the  possibility  of  rupture  and  ex¬ 
plosion  or  gas  within  the  tank. 

(3)  A  critical  shortage  still  exists  on  alternat-'rs  and  transmissions  for 
ton  vehicles,  and  certain  3/4  ton  parts.  Support  Command  has  indicated  that 

new  contracts  are  being  met  in  COii/US  to  make  more  ton  alternators  available 
for  DX  in.  Vietnam.  The  prubiem  sh'^uld  be  alleviated  within  the  next  60-90 
days. 

(4)  Replacement  ton  vehicles  are  still  at  a  premium.  Presently  the 
Battalion  is  short  one  ton  vehicle.  In  the  future  it  will  be  increasingly 
difficult  to  obtain  ton  vehicles.  During  the  reporting  ijcricd  6  t  ten  ve¬ 
hicles  were  received.  All  6  were  KcystvUie  generated  vehicles.  Close  coordi- 
nati;;n  with  DSU  and  units  preparing  far  deactivation  provide  the  best  means 
for  oHaining  ton  vehicles  if  available. 

(■5)  Two  reports  of  survey  wore  initiated  during  the  reporting  period. 

These  were  as  a  result  of  the  V-100  incident  on  1  Oct  70,  Both  surv.ys  are 
still  pending. 

(6)  Plans  are  under  way  to  provide  laaterial  for  civic  actions  projects 
sponsored  by  the  battalion.  S-4  will  look  into  the  availability  of  obtaining 
building  material  for  proposed  civic  action  projects.

k  Self  Help  Program 

(1 )  During  the  reporting  period  the  Bn  S-4  Office  provided  materials 
and  2  laborers  for  the  complete  renovation  and  remodeling  of  the  Cam  Ranh  Bay 

desk  and  detention  area.  Materials  wore  also  provided  for  a  combined 
police  station  presently  under  way  in  NIm  Trajig.  The  new  station  will  be 
located  near  the  city  of  Nha  Trang  and  is  expected  to  be  completed  by  15 
November  1970. 

(2)  Ch  28  Oct  70  high  winds  and  rain  from  a  severe  storm  caused  minor 
damage  in  the  battalion  area.  The  ventilator  portion  of  the  Batt^ion  mess 
hall  was  blown  completely  off,  and  roofing  was  blown  off  a  few  of  the  buildings 
throughout  the  battalion.  PA&E  will  hopefully  repair  the  mess  hall  roof  soon 
as  a  work  order  has  been  initiated.  All  other  damage  was  repaired  by  unit 
personnel  with  available  material, 

(3)  The  218th  M?  Company  completely  remodeled  and  rcfirrnished  the  unit 
dayroom  at  Nha  Trang.  The  room  was  repainted  and  redecorated  using  sm’plus 
materials  and  troop  labor,  A  television  set,  stereo  system,  and  refrigerators 
were  installed.  The  3rd  Platoon  located  at  Cam  Ranh  Bay  renovated  a  building

Both  the  Headquojrters  and  Second 
Platoon  billets  were  painted j  the  sewerage  system  was  improved  and  a  new 
drainage  ditch  was  excavated j  the  roofs-  of  all  buildings  were  painted;  con¬ 
crete  walks  were  constructed  in  the  company  area;  new  urinals  were  installed 
in  the  latrine  and  the  arms  room  was  renovated,

(l)  Troop  Morale  and  Welfare 

*OBSEnVATICN;  Duo  to  24  hour  shift  work  in  all  M?  units,  HP's  frequently  come 
off  work  at  odd  hours.  Thus,  his  sources  of  relaxation  and  recreation  are 
ZLimited.  Also,  «;nlisted  men  and  KCO  Clubs  generally  are  located  sc  as  to  pro- 
‘vide  entertainment  for  several  different  typo  units  in  the  area.  As  a  con¬ 
sequence,  the  MP  is  occasionally  placed  in  a  situation  of  being  ohallonged  by 
someone  that  he  has  apprehended  in  the  line  of  duty  for  some  violation.  To 
avoid  these  situati.-ns,  most  M?s  tend  to  avoid  those  clubs  and  therefore  face 
limited  sources  of  relaxation.

EVALUATION;  The  need  for  a,  place  of  relaxati.-n  and  enjoy-'cont  can  te  remedied 

the  forr>iation  of  a  club  within  the  company  or  battalion  area.  The  facili¬ 
ties  can  be  constructed  I'i-th  surplus  materials  and  troop  labor.  By  obtaining 
approval  to  initiate  -m  Other  Sum'.ry  Fund  account,  the  club  can  be  run  by  luiit 
members  and  all  ..rofits  can  bo  used  to  provide  luxuries  for  the  facility  such 
as  stereo  equipment,  air  conditi-.-ning,  television,  etc, 

RiiC01'ii€.NPATi0N;  That  procedures  bo  initiated  to  ease  administrative  approval 
and  to  establish  guidelines  for  Military  Police  units  to  initiate  MP  Clubs 
by  the  use  of  the  Other  Sundry  Fund. 

b.  Cperaticns ; 

(l)  Use  of  Helicopters  as  surveillance  units 

OBSERVkTION;  I)uo.  tc-  wide,  area  of  resp'.nsibility- and  limited  accessibility 
to  s-ome  areas  in  the  run,  many  off-limits,  speed,  and  other  types  of  violators 
remain  undetected. 

LVALUaTION;  A  wide  area  can  be  rapidly  surveyed  by  the  use  of  helicopters. 
Speeders  and  individuals  in  off  limits  areas  can  be  detected  and  ground  units 
can  be  directed  to  their  location. 

Excessive  speed  can  be  detected  by  the  use  of  stop  watches  and  conversion 
tables,  converting  seconds  elapsed  into  miles  per  hour.  Easily  recognizable 
lines  are  inarked  on  the  highways  throughout  the  area  of  responsibility  at 
176'  intervals.  Chase  units  should  be  placed  at  locations  on  each  side  of 
the  checking  zone  that  will  enc.blo  then  to  easily  stop  all  vehicles  as  direc¬ 
ted  by  the  spoedchecker  in  the  helicopter.  The  M^'s  in  the  chase  units  should 
be  dismounted  from  their  vehicle  and  prepared  tc  flag  down  violators  as  direct¬ 
ed. 

CofiVTunications  between  the  helicopter  and  the  chase  vehicles  can  be  a 
problem  without  close  coordination  and  prior  planning.  An  AN/PRC-25  in  the 
helicopter -can  be  used  to  communicate  with  the  AN/PRC-46  on  the  ground,  How- 
ove'r,  bettor  results  appear  to  bo  achieved  by  the  utilization  :>f  aviation  hel- 
nots  by  the  dockers  and  tioing  in  with  the  helicopter's  communicaticfn  system. 
Another  rocommtndati --n  is  to  have  the  I'i?  vehicles  marked  on  the  top  tc  facil¬ 
itate  easy  spotting  by  the  helicopter  when  Jirectihg  the  unit  to  a  suspicious 
vehicle  or  activity  in  an  off-limits  area, 

RBCCWMENDATION;  That  a  progr-.  m  be  actively  developed  for  the  utilization  of 
helicopters  for  military  police  surveillance  purposes. 
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(2)  Saturation  Patrols 

OBSEKfATION;  Due  to  the  vast  area  of  .responsibility  of  the  Military  Police, 
it  beconcs  difficult  to  have  an  adequate  nuriber  of  tlPs  at  any  given  location 
to  bocoae  a  deterent  to  the  offenses  comrdtted  witliin  their  area.  Uccasion- 
ally,  MP  reports  reveal  that  certain  areas  nay  begin  to  have  a  buildup  of  spe¬ 
cific  types,  of  offenses. 


EVALUATION;  An  effective  means  to  reduce  offenses  is  the  use  of  well-organized 
irilitary  police  strike  forces.  Swift  auf mentation  of  mlitary  police  at  any 
location  can  serve  irtoediate  notice  to  personnel  in  an  area  that  the  military 
police  are  prepared  for  any  situation.  These  saturation  missions  require  close 
coordination  with  installation  coordinators  to  provide  tlie  necessary  support 
such  as  air  and  ground  transportation,  moss  and  billeting  facilities,  and  the 
authority  to  act.  However,  preparation  for  the  mission  should  bo  done  in  such 
a  manner  as  to  not  forecast  the  arrival  of  the  Military  Police.  the  use  of 
aggressive  patroling,  on-the-spot  cori'octions,  and  citation  of  offenders,  the 
saturation  force  can  reduce  the  violation  rate  in  a  short  tine  span.  A  further 
advantage  is  there  is  an  uncertainty  created  as  to  vrtion  and  agninst  what  tar¬ 
gets  the  Iff '  3  Bight,  .strike -next.  The  keys  to  success  are  dependent  upon  de¬ 
tailed  prior  planning,  secrecy,  surprise,  and  speed  in  execution. 

I<ECOMME,NDATIONS;  That  well-planned  strike  forces  emphasizing  selective  enfor¬ 
cement  be  utilized  throughout  the  battalions  area  of  responsibility. 


(3)  Enemy  Contact  Notification  Procedures 


OBSERVATION;  Ililitaiy  Police  convoy  escorts  supporting  transportation  units 
tliroughout  MR2  (South)  have  encountered  oroblcras  in  notifying  battalion  head¬ 
quarters  of  enemy  contacts  with  the  convoy,  Tliis  headquarters  and  higher 
headquarters  need  timely  notification  of  enemy  contacts. 


EVAIUATIOM;  The  V-100  armored  cars  and  gun  "jeeps"  are  equipped  with  AN/VRC 
-47  and  /■iiyVRC-46  radios  for  cor.iuunication.  Distance  soon  becemos  a  prohibi¬ 
tive  factor  in  reporting  encmj'-  contacts.  Also,  lack  of  operational  land 
line  communications  frequently  prohibits  the  MP  convey  escort  NCOIC  from  not¬ 
ifying  battalion  headquarters  for  time  periods  up  to  twenty-four  hours,  Tlic 
transportation  convoy  commanders  are  equipped  with  side-band  radios  and  main¬ 
tain  coniunications  with  their  headquarters  at  all  times. 

Several  means  may  be  utilized  to  insure  prompt  notification.  Close  and 
constant  coordination  must  be  maintained  at  all  tP.ies  with  the  supported 
transportation  unit  that  monitors  the  convoy  radio  net.  Also,  the  Ali/PRC 
74B  radio  may  bo  utilized  for  monitoring  purposes  if  immediate  notification 
is  made  of  the  incident,  the  74B  can  bo  switched  to  the  convoy  frequency  to 
monitor  for  all  details,  or  as  an  alternate  method  of  direct  coiTiriunicaticn, 
the  I'i?  convoy  NCOIC  may  request  the  convoy  cc.-;>r«?jidcr  switch  to  the  iff  bat¬ 
talion  743  not  to  make  the  notification  and  allow  the  battalion  to  switch  to 
the-  convoy  frequency  for  further  details.  Arjy  of  these  methods  require  close 
vrarkin^  arrangements  with  the  transportation  uiiits. 

RECOidoENDATIOW;  Tliat  MP  units  develop  close  working  liason  with  transporta¬ 
tion  units  for  no.tification  purposes  and  that  the  /iN/PRC-74B  bo  utilized 
for  monitoring  convoy  radio  transmissions. 
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(4)  Inspector's  Evaluation  of  Physical  Security  Inspections  and  Physical 
Security  Surveys. 

OBSERVATION:  The  lEportance  of  physical  security  is  inversely  proportional 
to  the  level  of  US  presence  in  Vietnam,  Physical  Security  inspections  and 
surveys  are  the  primary  method  by  which  the  cojrjnand  nay  determine  the  ade- 

?uacy  of  the  physical  security  posture  of  its  installations  and  facilities, 
hese  inspections  and  surveys  are  currently  being  conducted  in  Vietnam  by 
individuals,  who  are  required  to  have  attended  a  course  of  instriwtion  and 
graduated  from  a  recognized  physical  security  school.  Duo  to  the  inherent 
flexibility  of  the  physical  security  posture  of  any  given  installation  or 
facility,  an  evaluation  of  these  physical  security  measures  in  effect  must 
itself  flucuate  with  each  survey  of  inspection,  ht  the  present  tine  each 
individual  inspector  is  required  to  arbitrarily  evaluate  that  posture  while 
limited'  to  ratings  of  "EXCELIEJIT",  "GOCD"  and  "FOCR".  Because  of  the  re- 
strictivness  of  these  ratings  and  the  individuality  of  the  roperts  which  are 
fvorwarded  to  higher  commands,  the  commander  does  not  attain  an  accurate  pic- 
ti^e  of  thp  .physical  security  posture. 


EVALUATION;  The  current  method  of  evaluating  physical  security  reports  has 
the  effect  of  obscurring  the  overall  efficiency  of  the  physical  security  pro¬ 
gram,  This  is  particularly  true  in  Vietnam  where  the  physical  security  posture 
of  installations/facilities  differs  greatly  and  the  individual  insijector 
must  approach  each  with  realistic  consideration  given  to  the  criticality  of 
the  mission,  permanency  of  the  installation,  resources  available  to  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  instc'.llation  and  terrorist  activities.  An  evaluation  rating 
system  based  on  whether  the  overall  physical  security  posture  of  an  instal¬ 
lation/facility  is  satisfactory  or  not  would  eliminate  much  of  the  confusion 
experienced  by  the  insjjector  and  enable  the  co-mnu'.nder  to  be  more  knowledgable 
of  his  command's  physical  security  posture. 


REGG^lEiJDATIOH;  That  physical  security  surveys  and  inspections  be  evaluated 
in  the  final  analysis  as  "SATISF.iCTORY"  or  "UNSATISFACTCRY". 


c.  Training;  None 

d.  Intelligence;  None 

e.  Logistics;  V-100  Fuel  System 

OBSERVATION;  Under  certain  conditions  the  V-100  fuel  system  has  been  found 
to  be  unsafe  and  dangerous  to  crew  members  because  of  the  location  and  con¬ 
struction  of  the  fuel  tanks.  The  fuel  tanks  are  extremely  vulnerable  to  irv- 
pact  and  ignition  bocause  they  aro  located  on  the  front  corners  of  the  vehicle. 
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EVALUATION:  The  possibility  of  the  tanks  exploding  or  igniting  upon  impact 
uith  another  solid  laetal  object  has  been  foufd  t®' be  very  likely.  Of  two 
accidents  known  to  this  ho.'.dquarters  involving  V-100's,,  both  have  resulted 
in  fire  and  injury  to  crow  n^jinbers.  (One  of  the  acciicnts  involved  a  Korean 
V-100  which  struck  another  vehicle  and  ruptured  tiic  fuel  tank  resulting  in  a 
fire).  The  metal  hull  of  the  V-10G  is  the  skin  of  the  vehicle  and  also  the 
container  for  the  fuel.  The  thin  steel  walls  do  not  pirovide  adequate  protec¬ 
tion  for  the  fuel.  Cnco  this  skin  is  cracked  or  ruptured  it  immediately  ex¬ 
poses  the  fuel  and  becomes  a  dangerous  safety  hazard.  Not  only  are  th.e  tanks 
vulnerable  from  impact,  but  equally  so  from  enemy  jujn  fire,  ^^mall  ams  fire 
prcjjerly  employed  ai..ainst  the  fuel  tank  could  possibly  ignite  the  fuel  and 
cause  a  fire. 


KECOr-lfUNDATION:  Relocation  of  the  vehicle  fuel  tanks  would  be  a  possible  so¬ 
lution.  This  would  necessitate  redesign  of  the  entire  system.  Another  more 
fousable  solution  would  be  to  use  a  strong  collr.psiblt;  bladder  inside  the 
fuel  tanks  which.  w.--uld  give  upon  impact.  This  headquarters  has  recently  subr 
mitted  an  Equipment  Improvement  Re,^ort  (EIR)  recorj.iendirip.  the  V-100  fuel  tanks 
be  investig'ated  to  determine  if  they  do  create  a  safety  hazard.  The  EIR  sug¬ 
gested  the  use  of  a  collapsible  bladder  ns  a  possible  solution  to  the  problem. 

f.  Organization:  None 

g.  Communication; 

(1)  Utilization  of  the  AH/FRC-74B  NET 

OrbERVATION:  The  AN/FRC-74B  is  a  single-sideband  AM  radio  designated  primar¬ 
ily  to  provide  communications  over  distances  of  up  to  25  miles  by  groundwavo 
over  terrain  where  direct  line-of-sight  communication  is  not  possible.  The 
97th  li?  Bn  has  boon  attempting  to  use  743' s  as  a  bcock-up  system  to  maintain 
communications  by  skywavo  with  out- lying  detachments  as  far  away  as  103  miles 
in  the  event  of  a.  bi'eak-d  -wn  of  telephone  coinraunication, 

EVALUATION:  C^orati .'.nal  testing  has  indicated  that  antenna  dipole  height, 
oriuntation,  and  configurnti jn  are  not  critical  to  the  successful  operation 
of  a  743  radio  not,  .it  least  over  distance  not  greater  than  a  hundred  miles. 
Due  tj  the  low  (15  watt)  transmitting  power  of  the  74B,  successful  operation 
c!e.mands  roo.l  atmospheric  and  ionospheric  propagation  conditions  and  the  re¬ 
lative  absence  of  interference  from  more  powerful  stations  on  the  assigned 
operating  frequency.  Careful  selection  of  the  orjerating  frequency  can  pro¬ 
vide  both  of.  the  necessary  con'''iti->ns  for  successful  operation,  but  with  no 
assurance  that  such  conditions  will  prevail  for  any  groat  length  of  time. 
Unfortunately,  the  difficulties  involved  in  obtaining  authority  to  use  a  fre¬ 
quency  of  choice  preclude  changin,,  frequencies  often  to  meet  the  conditions. 
Quality  of  commimicatiens  varies  from  peer  to  excellent  over  a  period  '^f  weeks 
days,  and  oven  hours.  The  best  communioatiens  are  obtained  during  the  hours 
around  noon,  'Uid  at  night  the  ambient  noise  level  bcco.mGS  so  .jreat  that  radio 
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contact  by  74B  is  impossible.  During  a  two  week  period  of  good  conditions,  it 
was  found  that  the  net  could  be  used  effectively  between  0630  hours  and  1845 
hours  each  day;  and  during  poor  conditions,  it  is  difficult  to  pass  traffic 
‘  except  around  noon. 

The  74b  does  not  lend  itself  easily  to  use  in  a  radio  net,  since  the  set 
is  not  equipped  with  a  squelch  circuit  of  a  speaker.  Monitoring  requires 
that  a  man  sit  by  the  set  with  headsets  clamped  over  his  ears,  and  using  an 
external  speaker  is  little  better  since  the  748* s  audio  output  is  just  barely 
adequate  to  drive  a  speaker.  Also,  the  constant  background  noise  tends  to 
disturb  most  people,  forcing  them  to  turn  the  volume  down  so  far  that  a  radio 
call  to  their  station  would  not  be  noticed.  The  97th  MP  Bn  net  control  station 
has  been  using  an  external  audio  amplifier  and  speaker  to  monitor  continuously 
from  0700  hours  to  1800  hours  daily  and  requiring  the  detachments  to  come  up 
on  the  air  at  0900  hours  and  1600  hours  each  day  for  commo  checks.  Thus,  the 
detachments  can  reach  Bn  Headquarters  any  time  between  0700  hours  and  1800 
hours,  and  Bn  Headquarters  can  be  assured  of  being  able  to  pass  traffic  to  the 
detachments  at  least  once  in  the  morning  and  once  in  the  afternoon.  The 
74B  radio  net  has  proved  to  be  an  adequate,  but  not  entirely  satisfactory  or 
-reliable,  'back-up  system  that  has  required  a  good  deal  of  work  to  put  in  opera¬ 
tion  and  a  continuing  effort  to  keep  in  operation. 

RECOMMENDATIONS:  Equipping  each  AN/PRC-74B  with  an  external  audio  amplifier 
and  speaker  would  enhance  the  usefulness  of  the  radio  by  facilitating  continu¬ 
ous  monitoring  by  all  stations.  The  addition  of  a  single-sideband  linear  amp¬ 
lifier  with  a  15  watt  input  and  a  50  to  100  watt  output  would  increase  the  abil 
ity  of  the  radio  to  get  a  readable  signal  through  under  adverse  conditions, 
thus  increasing  the  time  span  each  day  in  which  the  74B  can  be  used  effectively 
and  improving  its  reliability.  A  simpler  and  less  costly  solution  would  be 
to  replace  the  AN/PRC-74B  (basic  cost  $52,811  each)  with  the  AN/GRC-106  (basic 
cost  about  $16,000  each)  which  has  a  transmitted  average  power  output  of 
200  watts  and  sufficient  audio  power  to  drive  an  external  speaker  without  dif¬ 
ficulty.
